A 13-year-old “girl” from 
the village of Livraga has 
undergone the first of a 
series of surgical operations 
to change her sex and turn 
her info a man, it was 
Icarned here recently. 

The case of'Maria Pozzoli be- 
came known jn January, when 
Dr Glanni Mapelll, ‘the only 
physician at Livrage, reported to 
Milan medical authoriiies that 
Maria was slowly but definitely 
turning Into a man,

Maria, the fourth child of o 
furmer'’s famlly, was brought to 
Milan's Surgical Hospital recent- 
ay) and placed under the care of 
Professor Carlo Lorenzetti, 

A few days ‘ogo, Professor 
Lorenzettl himself performed 
the first surgery. The second 
will take place within 20 days 
ant the whole series will be 
completed in a period of three 
or four months.

Singapore, April 1, 

The Governor, Sir John 
Nicoll, has announced that he 
will head an investigation of 
the Colony's laws under which 
homeless persons charged with 


vagrancy can be gaoled for life. |: 


The Governor asked gaol offl- 
clals to supply figures showing 
the number of vagrants _ now 
being held ‘under the vagrancy 
ordinance. ‘The Investigation 
follows criticism of tho statute 
by a 20-year-old cx-vagrant, 
Wong Ah Ngow, who was im- 
prisoned for three and a half 
years. for siceping in on alley. 

Wong's charges were backed 
by tho Commissioner of Prisons, 
Mr A. W. , Ctow, who 
that the - vagrancy laws need 
revision. . ‘ 

‘Tho Progressive Party leader, 
Mrcc. C. Tan, sald: "The vagrancy 
laws make poverty a erime, They 
certainly nocd revision.” 

Officials pointed out that in 
1048 a prison inquiry Commission 
recommended that the “Iouse of 
Detention for vagrants be done 
away with and the Inmates 
haniet over to the care of the 
Social Welfare Department. . °
